World's Work. 


The baron is a graduate of Harvard 


After he had become one 
of his country's most distinguished 
statesmen the university conferred the 
honorary degree of doctor of laws upon 
him. 
President Eliot gave a dinner in 


honor of tbe baron, after which be said 
to him: 


"Harvard university has conferred 


on you its highest honor. We'can do 
no more, but I understand there is a 
son in your family. We claim him as 
a future recipient of the degree we 
conferred upon you. 
I trust he will 


come to us and be a worthy successor 
of his father." 


"He will come," replied the baron. 
The baron returned to Japan and told 


the Baroness Kaneko about the inci- 
dent. She told the little boy that he 
was to go to Hurvard and receive 
the degree, and the fact made a great 
impression on the child. Whenever he 
was naughty the mother said: 


"If you are not good you wiU not re- 


ceive the Harvard degree." He always 
became good.

fore the eyes of the tourist. Nor can 
one grasp the picture all at once. A 
river it is called, though it is doubt- 
ful if it 'has a parallel. Indeed it Is 
more as though at some prehistoric 
period, thousands 
of years ago, 
a 


mighty convulsion of nature had cleft 
the long chain of mountains asunder, 
leaving a giant course into which the 
waters found their way while seeking 
an outlet to the sea. 


A ride up the stream is a spectacle 


of such imposh.B magnitude that time 
is required to grasp it, and' even then 
the impression is incomplete. Every- 
thing is deceptive, the air, the wate1-, 
the midday sun or the soft beams of 
the silvery moon, add to the elusive- 
ness of the surroundings and serve to 
still further mystify the beholder. Here 
distance loses it cunning. So complete 
is the illusion that it is difficult to 
believe the wooded heights and barren 
crags, the b61d promontories that rise 
abruptly from the water as though a 
master hand had left uncompleted the 
task of giving them form, are not in 
dangerous proximity to the boat in- 
stead of hundreds of yards away. 


•Here one is brought into close com- 


munion with, the awful majesty of na- 
ture,, and the mightiest works of man 
appear primitive and inconsequential 
when compared 
with the 
appalling 


grandeur of the environmets to 
be 


found here. Even the very silence is 
oppressive, and the calm, 
unbroken 


solitude begets in one a spirit of rever- 
ence, an awe that is overpowering, and 
which increases in intensity as 
the 


journey proceeds. 


The lofty cliff, the sheltered bay, the 


projecting rock, the seemingly never 
ending chain of mountains, their al- 
most perpendicular sides rising hun- 
dreds of feet, covered with a luxuriant 
growth of fir and hemlock, with here 
and there a massive boulder forcing its 
head through the mass of green fol- 


iage and adding a touch of color; an 
occasional waterfall pushing its way 
through the maze, the crystal flood 
rushing frantically downward, tum- 
bling, splashing,' falling over the rocks 
in its mad haste to lose its identity in 
the tide below, forms a panorama that 
baffles the descriptive powers of the 
most proficient painter of word pic- 
tures.—Len G. Shaw in the Detroit 
Free Press.

So complete 
is the illusion that it is difficult to 
believe the wooded 'heights and barren 
crags, the b&ld promontories that rise 
abruptly from the water as though a 
master hand had left uncompleted the 
task of giving them form, are not in 
dangerous proximity to the boat in- 
stead of hundreds of yards away. 


•Here one is brought into close com- 


munion with the awful majesty of na 
ture, and the mightiest works of man 
appear primitive and inconsequential 
when compared 
with the appalling 


grandeur of the environmets to 
be 


found here. Even the very silence is 
oppressive, and the calm, unbroken 
solitude begets in one a spirit of rever- 
ence, an awe that is overpowering, and 
which increases in intensity as 
the 


journey proceeds. 


The lofty cliff, the sheltered bay, the 


projecting rock, the seemingly never 
ending chain of mountains, their al- 
most perpendicular sides rising hun- 
dreds of feet, covered with a luxuriant 
growth of fir and hemlock, with here 
and there a massive boulder forcing its 
head through the mass of green fol- 


iage and adding a touch of color; an 
occasional waterfall pushing its way 
through the maze, the crystal flood 
rushing frantically downward, tum- 
bling, splashing,' falling over the rocks 
in its mad haste to lose its 'identity in 
the tide below, forms a panorama that 
baffles the descriptive powers of the 
most proficient painter of word pic- 
tures.—Len G. Shaw in the

OLD SOL'S TOTAL ECLIPSE 


Awe iMplrtog Phenomenon as the 
MOM Ohsc'wes the Sun—Path of 
Eclipse Will Reach Prom Manitoba 
to Persia —Its Flight Across .the 
Atlantic Like a Caoooa Ball's 
I 


T is not every ye.ta that can afford 


the luxury of a solar eclipse. For 
that -eason, if for no other, 1905 
can crow over her less fortunate 


neighbors. Long will she be remem- 
bered, at least by the astronomers, for 
a total eclipse of the sun is a thing 
that the astronomers literally go mile* 
to see. 
For the purpose of observing 


the one that occurs on the 30th of 
August they are going thousands of 
miles, in fact. Some of them are tra'^ - 
eiing to Labrador, some to Spain, some 
to northern Africa and some even to 
Egypt. Not only so, but they are to 
take with them much finer apparatus 
than was ever before used for a like 
purpose. There will be a number of 
expeditions' from the United States 
«nd others from every leading nation 
of Europe. Old Sol will have so many 
telescopes pointed at him that day 
that there is no wonder he will hide h"s 
face behind the moon. He is too old 
to fee particularly modest, but such 
persistent staring would 
disconcert 


even the most ancient. 


The scientists, on their part, expect 


to find out things. For example, they 
anticipate learning whether there is 
really a planet inside of Mercury or 
not. That little world has been doing 
eccentric things that have led'some to 
believe that there is another little 
world still nearer the sun, pulling at 
her orbital skirts, aa it were.

\ From Manitoba to Persia. 


The path described 
by the total 


eclipse will reach from Manitoba to 
Persia. It will start at sunrise in the 
western Canadian province, thence will 
sweep eastward at the rate of 2,000 
miles an hour across the British do- 
minions, will cross 
Labrador, will 


speed like a cannon ball over the At- 
lantic, crossing Spain about noon; 
thence across the Mediterranean it will 
skirt northern Africa, gradually dimin- 
ishing its speed as it approaches'the 
equator, and thence across Egypt ^it 
will disappear at sunset in Persia. 


The path of the total eclipse will be 


about 167 miles wide, and its dura- 
tion at a given point will be three 
minutes and forty-five seconds. It w.111 


i require quick work to take the required 


laborious preparations have been 
for the present solar event. 


The partial eclipse may be seen for 


a distance of about 2.000 miles oil 
either side of the belt traversed by the 
complete shadow. 
It is the partial 


eclipse that will be visible in the Unit- 
ed States. In the extreme west it will 
probably not be seen at all. or at least 
only for a very short while at sunrise. 
In the central portions of the country 
it may be observed for J longer time, 
Btill at sunrise. In the cast it will be 
visible shortly after sunrise. At New 
York, for example, the sun rises at 
5:24 on Aug. 30. and the partial eclipse 
la scheduled to appear at 5:52 and will 
remain till 7:30. It will be necessary 
to be up with the early birds and 
early worms to enjoy the spectacle.

Moonlight is scarcely strong enough 
to reveal this effect, but when the sun 
is shadowed into a crescent the result 
is startlingly apparent. 


Chinese as Eclipse Predicters. 


It has not always been possible to 


predict eclipses so'accurately as at 
present. There has been some sort of 
attempt in that line from time im- 
memorial, but in the old days the solar 
prophets, like some others, came to 
grief. 
Nowadays we do not kill the 


weather forecaster who goes astray in 
his predictions, however much we 
should like to do so, but in other times 
the mistaken foreteller of things to 
come did not get off so easily. There 
Is a story of two Chinese astronomers, 
named Hi and Ho, who failed to pre- 
dict an eclipse, and, as a consequence, 
when the sun refused to give his light, 
the people, the emperor along with the 
rest, were scared into a blue funk. The

A Solar Mystery. 


Then the corona is something of a 


eolar mystery. Some have thought it 
a substance and have named it coro- 
neurn. Others have regarded it as only 
a phenomenon of light. Whatever its 
scientific constitution, it is a thing of 
weird beauty. Sometimes its streamers 
shoot out for millions of miles. 
At 


others it is star shaped. Then it runs 
like a rim of fire about the shadow of 
the moon. It is only visible at the 
time of a total eclipse; hence the anx- 
iety of the astronomers to photograph 
it and study it at their leisure. 


Practically all the instruments used 


this year will be photographic tele- 
scopes. The sensative plate is much 
more reliable than the human eye. Xot 
only so, but these photographic tele- 
scopes have been arranged to work 
automatically. 
Oue would not sup- 


pose that a 
cold blooded scientist , 


iwould have ordinary human emotions. 
Perhaps some of them have not. It is 
related of one well known astronomer, 
•who had headed many eclipse expedi- 
tious, that he never had time to see 
an eclipse he was so busy "observing 
them." But this is not true of others. 
So marvelous is the phenomenon that 
the scientist is forgotten in the man, 
•who stands gazing in open eyed and 
open mouthed wonder. As the eclipse 
only lasts about three minutes—that 
Is, in its totality, every second must

On 
one of the instruments is a new style 
of lens that is considered an improve- 
ment over any lens ever used in a 
telescope before. 
There will be all 


sorts of timing apparatus. The photo- 
graphic telescopes will be run by clock- 
work in such a way as not only to over- 
come the motion of the sun, but to 
throw the image at all times on a giv- 
en stationary point. 


Most Startling Phenomenon. 


Even to the lay mind the phenomenon 


of a total eclipse is one of the most 
startling and spectacular in nature. As 
the deep, purple shadow approaches it 
looks like a palpable, substantial pres- 
ence, rushing over the earth like some 
awful visitation "from .on high. 
Xo 


wonder the phenomenon in all ages 
has aroused the superstitious terror of 
the people. In the middle ages it was 
regarded as a sign of the end of the 
world. In all times it has been looked 
upon as an emblem of divine wrath. 
Savages have often been brought to 
subjection by white men who accurate- 
ly foretold the coming of an eclipse. 
Even Columbus did not scruple to awe 
the natives into submission by such 
means, only he had to be contented 
with the milder spectacle of an eclipse 
of the moon. 


Spectacle of a Lifetime. 


The scmidarkness on the earth has 


quite as much effect on birds and ani- 
mals as on men. Chickens ?o to roost, 
while the rest of the brute creation, 
at first confused by the false night, 
finally seek their rest, only to be rout- 
ed out a few minutes later by the 
gradually returning light. In the heav- 
ens the spectacle is one to be remem- 
bered a lifetime. Stars rush out sud- 
denly, only to be swallowed up again 
as the moon's shadow passes. 
But 


the sun is never entirely blotter] out. 
As though despising the comparatively 
little body that obscures him. he pro- 
jects about it a circle of fire that now 
Shoots out it* streamers into space and 
now glows like a necklace of rubies. 
This corona often seems like an aurora 
borf-alis in laidheavon. It has been a 
mystery to scientists, and it H to solve
